
TOP CHURCH IH 
£ 1 m REVIVAL BID

A £1 MILLION bid to help re¬ 
vamp Dudley’s landmark 
church has moved a step 
closer. 

A major project is under way to re¬ 
vitalise St Thomas and St Luke’s in 
Dudley - known as Top Church. 

The Diocese of Worcester, which oversees the 
church, is looking to secure a seven figure sum 
from the Church Commissioners’ funding to 
upgrade the historic building at High Street, 
along with another major church in the diocese, 
All Saints Church in Worcester. 

A phase one application has been agreed but 
now a more detailed bid needs to be submitted 
and the diocese will find out if it has been suc¬ 
cessful in the summer. 

Part of the proposals will be to see the con¬ 
gregation grown as well as rebuild part of the 
church. 

The Bishop of Dudley the Rt Rev Graham 
Usher said: “It’s good 
news for Dudley that 
the Church Commis¬ 
sioners are actively 
considering an ap¬ 
plication for a major 
grant to support Top 
Church. 

“We have plans that 
this iconic church on 
Dudley’s skyline can 
be revitalised and re¬ 
newed. 

Top Church, Dudley “If the congregation 
can grow in number, 
as we plan, then the Church of England will 
be able to better serve the needs of the town 
and especially live out the good news of Jesus 
amongst those who struggle with poverty, ad¬ 
dictions and mental health.” 

“We hope that this will be infectious and help 
the life of all the churches in the area.” 

Sam Setchell, spokeswoman for the Diocese 
of Worcester, added: “We haven’t been granted 
any funding yet. We have been given the green 
light to proceed with the next stage. It is good 
news. 

“We hope Top Church will become a resource 
church, that it will be refurbished and redevel¬ 
oped to help bring more life to the congrega¬ 
tion. A resource church can mean different 
things. In Dudley we are starting from quite 
a small church which we want to develop into 
something a bit different.” 

Top Church dates back to the 12th Century 
but was rebuilt in 1815.

FATAL 

Motorist arrested 
after man found 
dying in the street 

A MOTORIST has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the death of a man found with 
multiple injuries in a Stourbridge street. 

The victim, a man aged 37, was found in 
Amblecote High Street in the early hours 
of Saturday. 

It is thought that he had been hit by a ve¬ 
hicle two hours before emergency services 
arrived at 5.25am. They tried to save the 
man but he died at the scene. 

A 20-year-old man was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing after handing himself in at a local police 
station. 

Police say the man has been released 
pending further investigation. 

Officers are seeking anyone with infor¬ 
mation on how the man came to be injured. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “A number of people 
have spoken to me and my team but I am 
appealing to anyone who has not yet come 
forward and who was in the area at around 
3.30am to contact me. 

“The man’s family are being supported 
by specially-trained officers and our 
thoughts remain with them at this sad 
time.”

A FAMILY OWNED AND RUN BUSINESS FOR OVER 40 YEARS AND COUNTING 
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Widow's moving tribute to victim 


THE widow of Simon Johnson has told of the im¬ 
pact of his murder on her and their two children. 

The 41-year-old was knifed to death by Damilola 
Johnson, no relation, during a bungled burglary. 

The 19-year-old and a youth, aged 15 at the time 
but now 17, were stealing plants from a cannabis 
farm at the house in Cradley Road, Netherton, 
where the victim lived alone, on August 11 last year. 

Roz Johnson, who separated from Simon in Au¬ 
gust 2015, said: “Those involved in Simon’s death 
did not just take his life, they took the people that 
our daughters and I used to be too. 

“The last 16 months without Si can not be de¬ 
scribed in a few words but the world is an emptier, 
lonelier and scarier place for us now.” 


Damilola Johnson was convicted of the murder 
by the Wolverhampton Crown Court jury while the 
youth, who cannot be named, was acquitted of mur¬ 
der but found guilty of manslaughter. They have 
both been remanded in custody until the New Year 
when they will be sentenced. 

Mrs Johnson continued: “The unimaginable and 
horrifying act of murder has become a harrow¬ 
ing reality for us and the impact of his death has 
reached, and continues to reach, far and wide. 

“Our daughters, aged 18 and 11, have had their 
dad taken from them in a sudden, unexpected, bru¬ 
tal and violent way without a chance for a good¬ 
bye - and that is something they, and I, will never 
recover from. 


“Telling our daughters what had happened to 
their dad was the most difficult thing I have ever 
had to do and there have been countless difficult 
times since. 

“We have been forced to deal with situations, 
experiences and emotions we didn’t think possible 
and although we know Simon would be so proud of 
us for the dignity, strength and courage we have 
shown, it’s no real comfort as he should be here, 
living his life with us.” 

She explained: “Simon and I had separated but 
we were still in the middle of raising our girls to¬ 
gether and we had so many plans for the future as 
a family. He will be loved, missed and remembered 
always.” 


He was too trusting 
and paid with his life 



FRIENDLY Simon Johnson ignored the 
advice of pals to stop inviting people 
he met in the pub back to his home - 
and paid with his life. 

Now teenager Damilola Johnson is facing a 
life sentence for his murder. 

The 19-year-old plunged a knife four times into 
the body of Mr Johnson after the 41-year-old was 
woken while he and a 15-year-old youth stole plants 
from a cannabis farm at the home of the victim. 

Damilola Johnson was unanimously convicted 
of murder and burglary by the Wolverhampton 
Crown Court jury. 

A younger defendant, now 17, was acquitted of 
murder but found guilty of manslaughter. He had 
admitted burglary. They are to be sentenced in the 
new year. 

Mr Simon Denison QC, prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court: “The deceased was a natu¬ 
rally trusting man - too trusting, as it turned out.” 

The victim had lived alone in the three-bedroom 
semi in Cradley Road, Netherton, since ‘amicably’ 
parting with his wife and two children following 
the break down of their marriage in of 2015. 

Danger 

Window fitter Mr Johnson was discovered when 
colleague Max Richardson come to collect him for 
work around three hours after the murder took 
place on August 11 last year. The front door was 
locked but the living room window wide open with 
smears of blood around the frame. 

Simon Johnson was a heavy cannabis user. 
After a chance meeting with Jack Griffin at the 
Waggon and Horses in Cradley Heath on August 
5, he invited the teenager and his friends Clayton 
Pritchard and Abbey Hughes, all aged 18, to carry 
on drinking at the Cradley Road address. Griffin re¬ 
paid the act of kindness by stealing the host’s mo¬ 
bile phone and selling it for £180 the following day. 

Mr Johnson made the mistake of showing 
Pritchard the cannabis growing in an upstairs 
room opposite his bedroom. The teenager wasted 
no time in telling his friends, triggering a sequence 
of events that led to murder. 

Mr Richardson recalled: “Simon smoked a lot of 
weed and had shown me the grow. It was 15 or so 
plants under lamps in a tent. He said he was not re¬ 
sponsible for it, just renting out the room. He said 
it helped to pay the bills.”

Griffin and his two friends called at Mr John¬ 
son’s home again on the evening of August 10. Mr 
Johnson and the three teenagers spent the evening 
drinking, smoking cannabis, playing video games 
and watching TV until he decided to go to bed, al¬ 
legedly locking the front door and telling the trio of 
visitors to leave through the unlocked living room 
window. They each secretly took a cannabis plant, 
and others had heard about the cannabis. 

Only the two burglars know exactly what hap¬ 
pened but the youth told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court that Damilola Johnson delivered the fatal 
blows after accidentally bumping into a bed and 
waking the older man. 

Mr Johnson suffered a fractured eye socket in 
the vicious attack that followed as he tried to grab 
the intruder while the younger thief ran from the 
addres, where he had stolen credit cards during the 
early hours of August 11. 

The fingerprints of both defendants were found 
on a bin bag full of cannabis discovered alongside 
Mr Johnson when his body was found on the up¬ 
stairs landing by his workmate less than four hours

later. CCTV film captured their escape after the 
killing. 

A glove with traces of the DNA of Damilola John¬ 
son and the blood of the victim was found discarded 
in a nearby street while a knife taken from the 
kitchen of the house - and thought to be the mur¬ 
der weapon - was discovered in the front garden of 
the house with the victim’s blood on it. 

Two more knives were later found behind a gar¬ 
den wall in nearby Durham Road where they had 
been hidden by the 17-year-old defendant as he left 
the scene. 

Mr Johnson had been stabbed four times - one 
blow almost severed his aorta - after being woken 
by the thieves. 

Each had a knife to strip the cannabis plants but 
one of these was used to end Simon Johnson’s life. 

Damilola Johnson, of no fixed address, and the 
17-year-old were remanded in custody until Janu¬ 
ary 12 when they will be sentenced by Judge James 
Burbidge QC who warned: “These are extremely 
serious offences and there will be significant sen¬ 
tences.” 


£l2k fine as 
millionaire 
landlord in 
court again 

A MILLIONAIRE landlord has been 
ordered to pay more than £12,000 after 
storing a huge shipping container on his 
land in Dudley without permission. 

Latif ur Rehman has been fined just 
two months after he was made to pay 
£350,000 for converting four homes in 
Dudley into 17 cramped flats and bedsits 
without planning permission. 

The landlord from Harborne, Bir¬ 
mingham, found himself back in court 
over the container and pleaded guilty to 
failing to comply with a single enforce¬ 
ment notice issued by Dudley Council. 

Magistrates heard the authority took 
action following a complaint about the 
bright orange shipping container which 
was being used for storage for a shop on 
land owned by Rehman, 58, in Wolver¬ 
hampton Street, Dudley. 

Two planning applications submitted 
retrospectively, which sought permis¬ 
sion to retain the shipping container 
on site, were refused by the council, the 
court heard. 

Rehman ignored enforcement no¬ 
tices issued by the council to remove the 
container by September and was issued 
with a court summons. 

He was fined £12,000 at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court and ordered to 
pay the council’s legal costs of £620.48. 

In October a judge was told how a 
‘squalid’ property owned by the million¬ 
aire landlord was shut by police. 

Service named

WEST Midlands Ambulance Service has 
been named the best in the country at 
an awards ceremony. 

The organisation was crowned ‘Ambu¬ 
lance Service of the Year’ at the Health 
Business Awards. The award was pre¬ 
sented to non-executive director Jacynth 
Ivey and paramedic Rob Moore. 

Mr Moore said: “So much work goes 
in all over the trust to make things like 
this happen. It was an absolute honour 
to collect it on behalf of everyone along¬ 
side Jacynth.” 

The awards, at the Grange Hotel in 
London, recognise the contributions 
made each year by organisations and in¬ 
dividuals that work inside and alongside 
the NHS. Winners in 22 categories were 
presented with their awards by Dr Phil 
Hammond.

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More than 
200 caught 
by spy car 
at schools 

MORE than 200 fines have been 
handed out to parents caught by a spy 
car introduced to crackdown on poor 
parking outside schools in Dudley. 

Motorists have paid out more than 
£5,600 as 209 fines were dished out in 
just three months after the council’s 
camera car starting looking for evi¬ 
dence of illegal parking. 

Most fines were for those caught 
outside Christ Church Primary School 
in Coseley. A total of 39 notices were 
issued near the school in Church Road 
- nearly one if five of all the fines. 

Another 34 were handed out on 
Hillcrest Road, Kates Hill, near St Jo¬ 
seph’s Primary School. 

The fines were given to those who 
parked on yellow zig-zag lines, which 
aim to create a safer area around 
school gates. 

Motorists have been fined up to £70. 

The spy car was also busy outside 
Blowers Green Primary Schoolin, 
Dudley, Netherton Primary School 
and Cotwall End Primary School on 
Cotwall End Road, Sedgley. There 
were 29, 18 and 17 fines issued at 
those schools respectively. 

The vehicle was introduced at the 
start of the new term in September to 
improve pupils’ safety. Council leader 
Patrick Harley said: “If people are 
parking illegally or dangerously out¬ 
side schools then it’s a safety issue. 
We’ve had 200-plus fines already so 
these measures are working.” 

Last-ditch deal to 
save care homes 

FOUR Seasons, Britain’s second-big¬ 
gest care homes operator, with sites 
in the West Midlands, has struck a 
last-ditch deal with its major credi¬ 
tor, American hedge fund H/2 Capital 
Partners, that staves off the immedi¬ 
ate threat of administration. 

But the future of 17,000 elderly 
residents across 343 homes is still in 
doubt. 

Locally the company operates Fern- 
wood Court Care Home in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Walsall; Ashbourne 
Care Home in Lightwood Road, Dud¬ 
ley; and Holbeche House in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Kingswinford. 

Four Seasons, owned by financier 
Guy Hands’ private equity vehicle 
Terra Firma, is struggling under £525 
million of debt. 


Diamond Head back 

STOURBRIDGE heavy metal veter¬ 
ans Diamond Head will return to play 
at Bilston’s Robin 2 venue next year. 
The five-piece band, formed in 1976, 
went down so well recently that they 
will play the club again on October 6. 


Pilot survived because he hit a farm bail 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


A MICROLIGHT pilot survived a horror crash near 
Stourbridge by landing on a large agricultural bale, 
a crash investigation has found. 

The 43-year-old man lost control of the Pegasus 
Quantum before spiralling hundreds of feet to the 
ground in Clent, in the accident that happened in 
August 2016. 

A report by the Air Accident Investigation Branch 
report can not explain how one of the wings folded 
before the crash. But it said the life of the pilot, who 
suffered serious injury, was saved by landing on a 
large agricultural bale. 

Witness statements in the report describe the 
small aircraft spiralling down like a ‘falling syca¬ 
more leaf. 


The pilot was left with little memory of what hap¬ 
pened before the crash, which took place off Holy 
Cross Lane on August 15 last year. He received 
trauma care at the scene before being taken to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham with a 
serious injuries. 

The report states: “It is not known what caused 
the accident but it appears that, following an event, 
the pilot lost control of the aircraft and was unable 
to recover it to normal flight before impacting the 
ground. 

“A witness who saw the aircraft in the final mo¬ 
ments reported that it had come down on top of a 
large farm bale, which had absorbed a lot of the im¬ 
pact energy.” 


The report continues: “During the impact with 
the ground he received serious leg injuries but no 
life threatening other injuries. 

“The arrival on the large agricultural bale with its 
energy absorbing qualities was probably the main 
element that made this a survivable accident.” 

The report says that the pilot had flown to Oth- 
erton, near Penkridge, from Halfpenny Green, near 
Wolverhampton, in good conditions to carry out his 
annual flight test but because of a problem with 
engine heat he had decided to return to Halfpenny 
Green, near Wombourne. 

However,during that flight the microlight sud¬ 
denly began spiralling down to the ground out of 
control. 


Holly being home is a 
family Christmas miracle 



ONE little girl will be celebrating a very 
special Christmas at home with her 
family - after enduring 23 rounds of 
chemotherapy in a single year to over¬ 
come a rare form of cancer. 

Holly Hutchings from Kingswinford was 
just three last Christmas Eve when she first 
developed symptoms of Wilm’s Tumour, a 
rare childhood cancer that affects the kid¬ 
neys. 

She underwent a seven-hour operation to remove 
her right kidney, that had been engulfed by a 13cm 
tumour, and has had 27 weeks of chemotherapy. 
She is now cancer-free. 

Four-year-old Holly will be enjoying Christmas 
at home with parents Sarah, 28 and Kyle, 31, as 
well as her little brother Joshua, one, all thanks 
to her mother’s instinct that there were more to 
Holly’s symptoms than medical staff first thought. 

Sarah said: “This Christmas will be very emo¬ 
tional to us. Her symptoms became more serious 
on Christmas Eve, last year, and her little brother 
Joshua was rushed into hospital Christmas day 
too, so this year we will get to have our first proper 
Christmas altogether. 

“The whole ordeal has made us cherish every 
precious moment we have. She has been the one 
that has kept us going, smiling and laughing the 
whole time. She is our little Christmas miracle.” 

Ordeal 

Sarah recalled the ordeal they faced last Christ¬ 
mas: “We rushed Holly into A&E at around 5am on 
Christmas Eve when she woke with tenderness in 
her tummy and back. 

“The sight of such a large amount of blood in her 
urine was so alarming that we rushed her to A&E 
where doctors told us she had a urine infection that 
had spread to her kidneys and reassured us it was 
completely normal. They sent us home with antibi¬ 
otics but the symptoms never improved and it took 
until March to get a proper diagnosis.” 

Sarah noticed that Holly’s symptoms were be¬ 
coming worse as she suffered from a fever, loss of 
appetite and swollen glands. 

“She lost so much weight her trousers wouldn’t 
stay up but her tummy was very bloated, which 


didn’t know at the time it was due to her kidneys 
working so hard. 

“It was just mother’s instinct that deep down I 
knew there was more to it.” 

At her wit’s end Sarah demanded Holly have an 
ultrasound examination. The procedure in March 
revealed that Holly had a tumour in her right kid¬ 
ney that causing her left kidney to double in size to 
keep her alive. 


Sarah said: “We were devastated when it was fi¬ 
nally confirmed as Wilm’s Tumour, but it had all so 
confirmed that I wasn’t going mad. 

Holly was given a treatment plan at Birmingham 
Children’s hospital which meant a seven-hour op¬ 
eration to remove the tumour as well as her right 
kidney and 2 7-weeks of aggressive chemotherapy. 
Holly is now in remission but it will take a further 
six months for her immune system to fully recover. 


Man in crashed car 
had cardiac arrest 

PARAMEDICS were called to help 
save a man who had suffered cardiac 
arrest in Halesowen as his car crashed 
into a wall. 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice was called to Stourbridge Road 
in Halesowen at about 9.50am last 
Thursday and an air amulance was 
also sent to the scene. 

An spokesman said: “Ambulance 
crews found a man who was in car¬ 
diac arrest. He had been rapidly extri¬ 
cated by firefighters after the car had 
collided with a bush, a post box and 
a wall.” They managed to re-start his 
heart and he was taken on blue lights 
to hospital in Birmingham. 

Fly-tipping fines 
have hit £120,000 

FLY-TIPPERS in the West Midlands 
were fined a combined £120,000 in the 
past year - up from just £12,000 four 
years ago - according to new figures. 

Local authorities across the region 
secured 295 fly-tipping prosecutions in 
2016-17, up from just 67 in 2012-13. 

Statistics released by the Govern¬ 
ment show a fly-tipping fines in the 
Midlands totalled £123,318 in 2016- 
17, a huge rise from 2012-13 when the 
combined fine was £12,954. 

There were more than one million 
fly-tipping incidents in England in 
2016-17, equivalent to 114 every hour. 

Average house 
prices on the rise 

THE price of the average home in 
Dudley has risen by £7,500 in the last 
year, as demand for property contin¬ 
ues to overtake the supply. 

Across the UK property prices have 
risen by 4.7 per cent to an average of 
£240,860, but this figures is hugely 
unbalanced by the price of properties 
in London and the South East. 

In the West Midlands, on the border 
of the north/south property divide, the 
average is £186,351 and has risen 5.2 
per cent. The latest figures from HM 
Land Registry show Dudley prices av¬ 
erage £164,004, a rise of 4.8 per cent.

ENGINEERING giant Bombardier 
has signed on the dotted line to sup¬ 
ply more than 300 new train carriages 
to West Midlands Trains - the UK’s 
newest rail franchise - in a deal worth 
£540 million. 

And all the vehicles will be made in 
the UK. 

West Midlands Trains took over last 
weekend after winning the franchise 
from London Midland. 


Its West Midlands Railway service 
operates around Birmingham, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Coventry, Shrewsbury and 
Telford. It also operates the London 
Northwestern Railway service be¬ 
tween London and Liverpool. 

The new fleet of 333 Aventra elec¬ 
tric-powered train carriages is part of 
a promise from West Midlands Trains 
to increase frequency of services and 
reduce journey times. The new trains 


are expected to be delivered between 
2020 and 2022, and will be built in 
Derby. 

Bombardier has also signed an ad¬ 
ditional contract to provide the main¬ 
tenance service teams to keep the 
vehicles reliable. 

West Midlands Trains is a joint ven¬ 
ture consisting of Abellio UK, East 
Japan Railway Company (JR East) 
and Mitsui.

Scrabble is a success 
right from word go

JANET Street-Porter once described 
Scrabble as more addictive than co¬ 
caine and champagne. 

The colourful broadcaster is one of many 
celebrity fans of the board game, a list that 
also includes Keanu Reeves, Madonna, Jon¬ 
athan Ross, Sharon Stone, Charles Saatchi 
and Her Majesty The Queen. 

With an estimated 30,000 games starting around 
the world every hour, it is the word puzzle that re¬ 
fuses to go out of fashion. While other board games 
come and go, Scrabble forges ahead, steadily sell¬ 
ing two-and-a-half million sets every year. 

With the festive season in full swing, the 
84-year-old game will surely feature on thousands 
of Christmas shopping lists. No doubt, in many 
households the box will be brought out Christmas 
Day evening or Boxing Day to exercise the brain 
cells and ward off snoozing in front of the TV. 

Wits 

Among its biggest fans are a group which meets 
every month at Blackheath Library in Rowley 
Regis. The mainly elderly members say it keeps 
their brains active and they enjoy the social aspect 
of club afternoons. 

Sheila Brueton, aged 86, a retired financial di¬ 
rector, said: “One of the reasons I love Scrabble is 
because it’s so different from working with num¬ 
bers as I did in my job, although I also love Rum- 
mikub, a numbers game. 

“I find Scrabble keeps the brain ticking over and 
keeps us all young. And it’s not competitive. “We 
don’t play for the town clock, which is a phrase you 
will hear in whist.” 

There are two games going on at this particular 
meet-up, with one of the boards showing the word 
zags. Not normally seen without a preceding zig, 
it means a sharp change of direction and can be 
used on its own. 

To the fairweather player, who might only have 
a go at Christmas or on a rainy afternoon, it’s an 
impressive word. But not to the Blackheath Li¬ 
brary Scrabble crew who have become experts at 
words with obscure meanings. They even know 
some excellent two-letter words, an extremely 
useful means to use up remaining tiles.

A chart is kept beside the board with a list of 
123 little-known but acceptable two-letter words 
endorsed by their bible, the Chambers Scrabble 
Dictionary. 

You don’t need to know the meaning of handy 
fillers like bo and da, only that you can use them. 

The aim of the game is to get the longest word 
you can, using all seven tiles, earning yourself a 
50-point bonus. That rarely happens. 

The highest single-play score on record is 392 
points for caziques, the word for ancient Mexican 
princes, played during a match in Manchester in 
1982 and still a world record. 

Eleanor Hebbard, a 75-year-old retired adminis¬ 
trator at Rowley College, once played a word that 
gave her a score of 144. So stunned was she that 
she took a photograph. 

“Did you cheat?” asks Iris Wilkinson, 84, a for¬ 
mer colleague. “Not that time,” replies Eleanor. 


Humour is definitely a shared trait of these play¬ 
ers. 

Barbara Betts, 64, a former hospital clerk, says: 
“It’s fun. We have a laugh - especially with the 
words we put down sometimes, which we couldn’t 
repeat.” 

Blackheath, which meets every third Monday in 
the month, is one of 4,000 clubs worldwide - the 
board is printed in 29 languages - who regularly 
play. 

In 2002, a number of phone texters lobbied the 
Association of British Scrabble Players, demand¬ 
ing that examples of text speak, such as BTW (by 
the way), be allowed but were turned down flat. 

Regardless, the Blackheath players think the 
game is more popular than ever with young peo¬ 
ple - although possibly not with men. “You need 
patience - that’s why not many husbands are in¬ 
terested in playing,” added Eleanor

A FEW years ago, NatWest bank had an 
advertising slogan which was, if nothing 
else, repetitive.

NatWest 
has just announced the closure of 197 
branches, saying that more people are 
turning to internet banking, with the num¬ 
ber of people calling into branches falling 
by 40 per cent since 2014. Maybe so, 
but I guess if you keep closing branches 
- and cutting hours - then you are bound 
to see fewer people calling into them. 

The company suggests that people 
may prefer to use a “banking app” in¬ 
stead. Now I don’t really know what a 
banking app is, but I’m fairly certain I 
wouldn’t prefer to use it. What happens 
if somebody nicks your dog and bone? 
How many passwords are we expected 
to remember? 

I can see why banks want more peo¬ 
ple to move online. The latest closure 
programme will see staff numbers cut 
by 680, and think of all the money saved 
on rent, rates and utility bills. But what’s 
in it for the customer? The very thought 
of having my bank account at the mer¬ 
cy of the hackers brings me out in a cold 
sweat. The idea that I would have my life 
savings in an account protected only by 
a password I will struggle to remember 
seems utterly ridiculous, even if the inter¬ 
est rate is half a per cent higher. 

Of course, given the state of the li¬ 
censed trade, it is probably unlikely that 
any of the latest NatWest branches will 
become trendy wine bars. 

Perhaps there should be a new adver¬ 
tising campaign. “My bank’s boarded up 
and covered in graffiti.”

Payouts are 
taking cash 
from those 
in real need 

IT’S good to know that, while the coun¬ 
try awaits the outcome of Brexit negoti¬ 
ations, there are still some inevitabilities 
during uncertain times. 

We can all be sure of death, taxes 
and Australia winning the Ashes. Now, 
it seems unwanted phone calls are a 
constant. We have all had them. People 
trying to sell you something, claims for 
PPI, better energy deals. But in this day 
an age of cost-cutting and austerity, it 
seems there is a new scourge on society, 
spurious accident claims. 

‘Have You Had An Accident At Work?’ 
the helpline commercial yells. “Our re¬ 
cords tell me you’ve had an accident re¬ 
cently,” says the voice on the phone. 

And they know that how, exactly? Of 
course the standard response would be 
something along the lines of: “No, but 
you will have one if you keep calling.” Or 
throw them completely by claiming your 
head fell off, like comedian Rob Beckett. 

Seriously, though, it seems the com¬ 
pensation craze is the latest fad. Often 
we hear of members of the public making 
spurious claims for minor incidents - or 
in some cases no accident at all - just to 
cash in. More astonishingly, supposedly 
cash-strapped authorities are paying out. 

Croydon Council, for example, paid out 
nearly £6 million in personal injury claims 
over the last three years. These, stag¬ 
geringly included £43,000 to a child who 
needed surgery to remove a splinter after 
sitting on a playground bench. 

There was an £81,000 to a claimant 
who broke a leg by jumping over the gate 
at a locked car park and another payout 
of £181,000 to someone who tripped on 
a pavement damaged during works. And 
let’s not forget the £18,000 for the school¬ 
boy hit by a javelin during a PE lesson. 

A police officer even received £12,000 
after being bitten by a flea, while in Au¬ 
gust a woman was ‘hit’ by a taxi in an al¬ 
leged attempt to cash in. The taxi firm’s 
boss admitted that without the dashcam 
footage, they would not have been pro¬ 
tected against a potential payout. 

John O’Connell, of the Taxpayers’ Alli¬ 
ance, said the ‘compensation culture’ di¬ 
verted cash from essential services such 
as social care and road maintenance. 

Too right. With the NHS in dire straits, 
care homes closing and important trans¬ 
port links axed, one can see his point. But 
these claimants serve to line their own 
pockets without a thought for what tax¬ 
payers’ money is spent on. We all know 
how The Boy Who Cried ‘Wolf ends. We 
can only hope for a similar outcome when 
these ‘injured parties’ really are hurt.

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Sex assault 
instructor's 
prison term 
is increased

A DRIVING instructor who sexually 
touched teenaged pupils has had his 
prison sentence extended after two 
more victims spoke up. 

Gary Rolinson, who ran the Kingswinford-based 
500+ Driving School, would touch his students on 
the thigh when they made errors, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The first pupil, aged 17, blocked Rolinson’s hand, telling 
him: “I get the picture, there’s no need to do that.” When 
the instructor touched him on his gen¬ 
itals over his clothes, he grabbed his 
| hand and told him to ‘pack it in.’ 

But the predatory instructor became 
‘quite blatant’ in his behaviour, mak- 
I ing lewd comments even in front of a 
female pupil to whom they were giving 
a lift, said Ms Samantha Crabb, pros- 
I ecuting. 

He told the second pupil, who was 
I just 16, that touching him on the thigh 
| ‘helped with his clutch control’. 

I The teenager tried to treat his be¬ 
haviour as a joke but Rolinson became 
emboldened when he realised the

young man was not going to report him. 

One time he told him to stop the car in a country lane 
and asked him to have intercourse. The youngster felt the 
best response was to laugh it off but the instructor re¬ 
minded him of the request during subsequent lessons. 

Admitted 


The defendant, now 62, last week admitted 10 offences 
of sexual touching involving the two young men between 
2009 and 2014. His appearance at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court came almost two years after he was jailed for similar 
offences involving six teenagers during driving lessons be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2014. 

Following a 14-day trial Rolinson was found guilty of 13 
offences of sexual assault and one of causing a person to 
engage in sexual activity. 

On that occasion a pupil spoke anonymously about the 
devastating effect Rolinson’s behaviour had had on him. 

He said: “I felt vulnerable and violated. Because I’m a 
boy I felt as though I couldn’t say anything. It was as if 
people would laugh at me or not believe me.” 

Increasing Rolinson’s four-year sentence to five years 
and nine months, Judge James Burbidge, QC, ordered that 
he register as a sex offender for life. He praised his victims 
for having the courage to come forward, saying they had 
carried the burden of Rolinson’s ‘secret’. 


2,800 drink-drivers 
caught in 12 months 

MORE than 2,500 motorists have been charged with 
drink-driving in the West Midlands and Staffordshire Po¬ 
lice force areas in the last year. 

In the 12 months to May, there were 1,833 people 
charged in the West Midlands - 6.47 per 10,000 population 
- and 990 in Staffordshire - 8.89 per 10,0000. 

A total of 1,112 drivers were charged in the West Mercia 
force area - 8.9 per 10,000. 

The results, based on Freedom of Information requests, 
have prompted calls for better public transport in rural 
areas and warnings to anyone tempted to drink and drive 
over the festive period not to do so as it could result in 
tragedy, prison and a road ban. 

A total of 31 forces out of 45 provided figures.

A MAN who was seriously in¬ 
jured when hit by a lorry says 
he wants his experience to 
‘act as a warning’. 

Matthew Bloomer, from Brier- 
ley Hill, has spoken for the first 
time about his battle to overcome 
multiple injuries after he was hit 
on a pedestrian crossing 

The 23-year-old suffered bleeding on 
the brain, a fractured skull, multiple 
fractures to bones in his face as well as 
nine broken ribs when he was knocked 
down as he crossed the road. 

Matthew waited until the green 
man was showing before stepping out 
but as he did so he was hit by a lorry 
that had driven through a red light. 

Coma 

He spent three weeks in hospital in 
an induced coma following the crash. 

Matthew is now receiving support 
from legal firm Irwin Mitchell to se¬ 
cure funds to pay for his rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

After the lorry driver pleaded guilty 
to dangerous driving, Matthew has 
now spoken of his battle to overcome 
his injuries. 

He said: “I cannot actually remem¬ 
ber the accident happening. To a 
certain extent I am glad of this. I un¬ 
derstand that it took various teams of 
paramedics, air ambulance crew and 
police officers to ensure that I got to 
hospital and stayed alive, all of which 
I am vastly grateful for. 

“It was a quick three weeks for me 
but it became a very long period of 
time for my loved ones. They didn’t 
know if I was going to live or die. 

“I have been told by a fair few 
medical professionals that on paper I 
should have been dead.” 

Matthew was walking to work when 
he was hit by the lorry on a crossing

near Merry Hill shopping centre on 
May 18. 

Moments after the crash, his part¬ 
ner Scott drove past the scene and saw 
Matthew injured in the road, before 
he was taken to the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

Matthew added: “I worry now that 
I have become a burden, especially on 
my partner. 

“I would like to think that after the 
toughest year of my life, my family and 
I deserve for this to be laid to rest. My 
hope in the long term is for no more 
bodily pain, no more sleepless nights 


and no more tears. I would like to have 
the Christmas with Scott that I feel we 
deserve after such a traumatic year. 

“I hope my experience acts as a 
warning as to the terrible conse¬ 
quences of not paying attention on the 
roads can have.” 

The HGV driver, Lloyd Southall, 
admitted causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving when he appeared 
at Walsall Magistrates’ Court recently. 

The 40-year-old of Brierley Hill 
Road, Dudley, will be sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on Jan¬ 
uary 5.

Hundreds oppose 
‘garden city’ homes 
plan at former tip 

NEARLY 400 people have called for plans to build homes 
on a former tip in the Black Country to be scrapped. 

Sandwell Council wants to create a large housing de¬ 
velopment on land off Temple Way, near Rattlechain 
Lagoon, Tividale, as part of its Dudley Port ‘garden city’ 
masterplan. But the proposals have raised concerns 
among people in the area with a petition having been 
handed to council bosses. 

Ian Carroll, The Friends of Sheep wash Nature Re¬ 
serve group secretary, said: “In terms of the specific 
site there’s almost universal opposition amongst from 
local residents.The majority of signatures are from peo¬ 
ple who live in the surrounding streets. They included 
Gladstone drive, Law Close, Temple Way. People in that 
area, many of them remember all the extensive tipping. 
As for The Friends of Sheepwash, we want to see that 
area for wild life.” 

A total of 385 signatures were collected over a couple 
of weeks. Petitioners say they would like to see the site, 
situated between Sheepwash Local Nature Reserve and 
the Temple Way Estate, retained for wildlife. 

The council has set itself a target of building 250 
homes at the former brick works, that was later used for 
disposing of waste. 
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Accused 
says kidnap 
of model 
was a sham 

A BLACK Country man accused of kidnap¬ 
ping a model has claimed the whole thing 
was staged so she could become famous. 

Lukasz Herba, from Tividale, said Chloe Ayling 
was in on the plot and that the alleged kidnap, 
which took place in Italy, was a stunt. 

The 30-year-old has been held by Italian police and a 
court in Milan last week rejected his claim that model Miss 
Ayling, 20, was in on the 
‘crime’ to gain publicity. 

She claims she was 
snatched, drugged and held 
hostage for six days after 
being lured to a fake model¬ 
ling shoot in Milan in July. 

Lukasz Herba and his 
brother Michal, 35, were 
subsequently arrested and 
accused of kidnapping the 
model. Polish-born Lukasz, 
who was living in Tividale, 
has claimed they already 
knew each other and that 
she agreed to a fake abduc¬ 
tion in order to become a ce¬ 
lebrity, according to reports. 

His lawyer, Katia 
Kolakowska, told a national 
newspaper: “He says the 
kidnap was a fabrication. 

They planned it together so 
she would become famous.” 

Invented 

Lukasz Herba has in¬ 
sisted he did not knowingly 
take part in any crime. 

A judge at the Corte d’As- 
sise in Milan rejected an ap¬ 
plication by Ms Kolakowska, 
to force London mother-of- 
one Chloe to travel to Italy 
to be questioned in court. 

Police claim the brothers 
are part of a group which 
sell women as sex slaves on 
the dark web to buyers in 
the Middle East. 

Defence lawyers sug¬ 
gested the entire case may 
be a ‘publicity stunt’ to 
boost Ms Ayling’s career. 

But Miss Ayling’s former 
manager Phil Green has 
said the lawyers are ‘in 
cloud cuckoo land’ by sug¬ 
gesting the kidnap was 
staged. 

Ms Ayling claimed she 
was sedated and bundled 
into the boot of a car on July

11, then held in a remote 
farmhouse. Miss Ayling has 
appeared on various televi¬ 
sion shows to tell her story. 

Lukasz Herba was ar¬ 
rested after delivering Ms 
Ayling to the British Con¬ 
sulate in Milan six days 
after she was allegedly kid¬ 
napped. 

His brother Michal was 
arrested by the National 
Crime Agency on a Euro¬ 
pean Arrest Warrant in 
August and is fighting ex¬ 
tradition to Italy.

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Gang jailed for drug and phone 
drone prison delivery service 


MEMBERS of a crime gang from the Black Country have 
been jailed after using drones to fly drugs and mobile phones 
into prisons across England and Scotland. 

Craig Hickinbottom, who directed the ‘large-scale’ operation from 
behind bars, was jailed for a further seven years and two months. 

Drone pilot Mervyn Foster received a sentence of six years and eight months 
for his part, which involved 49 drone flights and four ‘throw-overs’. 

Birmingham Crown Court was told the offences were committed between 
July 2015 and May this year at jails in Worcestershire, Staffordshire, Birming¬ 
ham, Yorkshire, Cheshire, Liverpool, and Perth in Scotland. Remote-controlled 
drones, equipped with a fishing line and hooks, were flown to cell windows. 
CCTV showed prisoners then visiting the cells and leaving with packages. 

Hickinbottom’s 32-year-old partner, Lisa Hodgetts, from Tividale, admitted 
money laundering and was given a 16-month suspended prison term. 

Hickinbottom, 35, a prisoner at HMP Featherstone near Wolverhampton, 

and later HMP Hewell, organised de¬ 
liveries to both jails. He admitted four 
counts of conspiring to bring contra¬ 
band into prison, and conspiracy to 
supply psychoactive substances. 


£lm target for

Andy Tarr, who has 36 years of en¬ 
gineering experience, recently joined 
the business on Old Forge Trading 
Estate after it was bought by metal 
finishing firm ActOn Ventures of 
Coventry.

Quinn was 
jailed for four years and eight months 
after admitting three counts of con¬ 
spiracy and another of conspiring to 
supply psychoactive substances. 

Hickinbottom’s brother, 50-year-old 
John Hickinbottom, was jailed for four 
years and eight months for his role. 
Terry Leach, 19, of Wednesbury Oak 
Road, Tipton, was given a two-year 
suspended sentence. Ashley Rollinson, 
21, of Waiver Road, Brierley Hill, who 
was involved for one day, was jailed for 
11 months but has served his sentence 
on remand. Yvonne Hay, 41, and Fran¬ 
cis Ward, of Bloxwich Road, Walsall, 
were jailed for two years, four months.

Across the borough, 55 per cent of 
pupils achieved the expected stand¬ 
ard in reading, writing and maths. It 
marked a six per cent improvement 
on last year but still saw the authority 
slip 21 places in the rankings. 

Dudley’s best performing school 
was Our Lady and St Kenelm in Hale¬ 
sowen, which saw 97 per cent of 34 
pupils eligible for the tests achieve 
benchmark grades. 

Brierley Hill Primary School in Mill 
Street came second on 90 per cent, 
while Pedmore Church of England 
Primary School was third on 81 per 
cent. 

Councillor Anne Millward, cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“We recognise that in a number of 
schools attainment remains below ex¬ 
pected levels and our school improve¬ 
ment officers work closely with school 
leaders to provide support and chal¬ 
lenge to all schools of concern. 

“In order to raise standards across 
all key stages Dudley Council will con¬ 
tinue to work with a range of partners 
to strengthen teacher recruitment 
and retention, secure strong leader¬ 
ship and ensure that all children re¬ 
ceive a good standard of education.” 

Sandwell dropped ten places to 
115th with its top performing primary 
being Ocker Hill Academy in Tipton.

More than 1,000 empty 
homes despite crisis 

MORE than 1,000 homes across Sandwell are empty - with 
almost 300 vacant for at least five years, new figures show. 

Hundreds of private properties were classed as ‘long¬ 
term vacant’ including 83 which have not been lived in for 
10 years. 

It comes as housing bosses continue to battle a mount¬ 
ing housing waiting list in the borough. Figures published 
under the Freedom of Information Act showed there are 
currently a total of 1,087 properties which have been empty 
for more than six months. Of these, 666 have been vacant 
for two years, 214 for five years and 83 for a decade. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling said the number of 
empty privately owned properties was ‘massively frustrat¬ 
ing’, particularly as the authority faces a constant chal¬ 
lenge to house families, as well as having to find land to 
build new developments. 

He said that empty private homes were contributing to 
a ‘national housing crisis’. 


Cannabis factory burglary bust 


A MAN who had fallen on hard 
times allowed his home in Word- 
sley to be used as a cannabis 
factory. 

Jason Bray, aged 41, got chatting to a 
man outside a pub soon after taking the 
lease on the three-bedroomed property in 
Brierley Hill Road. He allowed it to be used 
for growing cannabis plants on the under¬ 
standing he would receive payment when 
the drugs were sold, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. But he was caught after a bur¬ 
glary at the house - reported by neighbours 
- during which some of the plants were 


stolen. Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, said 
police were alerted to the break-in in May 
and discovered a cannabis factory in full op¬ 
eration inside. 

Seventy one plants in the early stages of 
production were found along with 50 empty 
pots, those which had been stolen in the 
burglary. 

The total potential street value of the 
crop was estimated to be between £35,000 
and £100,000. 

Investigating officers found a council tax 
bill addressed to Bray at the property. 

In the meantime he had contacted a solic¬ 
itor and voluntarily went to the police sta¬ 


tion to own up to his part in the operation. 

Mr Henry Skudra, defending, argued 
Bray had taken no part in the running of 
the operation and had been suffering from 
depression following a series of family trag¬ 
edies and had started smoking cannabis 
after losing his job. 

Bray, of Birmingham Road, West Bro¬ 
mwich, who admitted allowing his home 
to be used for the production of cannabis, 
was given a 12-month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. He was also ordered 
to carry out 120 hours unpaid work and pay 
£100 towards costs.

Fiat updates 500L range and reinvents wheel

Fiat has reinvented the wheel with its 
updated 500L range, refreshed with added 
features and a stronger likeness to the 
tiddler that started it all. 

The chic little Fiat 500 has been won the 
hearts of millions of owners around the world, 
so it was no surprise when Fiat tried to ape its 
style in the larger 500L in 2012. 

With four doors (even the chance of a third 
row of seats in one version), the 500L was 
targeted at people who loved their little 500 
but were perhaps starting a family and needed 
more space. 

To some eyes the result was less than an 
aesthetic triumph, looking a bit frumpish and 
a long way from the role of snappy urban 
runaround eagerly adopted by its smaller 
sibling. 

Well, the refresh of the 500L helps a bit on the 
looks front, with a new nose moving it closer to 


the 500 in a relaunch that Fiat says means 40 
per cent of all its components are new. 

Apart from the new looks, more practical 
changes include a gearlever placed higher up, 
a handbrake changed from annoying flat grab 
panel to conventional lever and a reinvented 
steering wheel with smaller centre for an 
improved view of the instruments. 

Those instruments now sit in a new-look 
dashboard that includes a colour digital display 
and there are larger storage compartments in 
an interior already noted for its sense of space, 
especially in the second row seats, set higher 
than those up front for a better view outside. 

The revised 500L comes in three versions: 
Urban, the ‘basic’ spec and the most popular; 
Cross, with gently raised ground clearance 
and modest off-road ability thanks to traction 
and hill descent controls and a 14cms longer 
Wagon, with a third row of seats and room for a 
couple of modestly sized passengers. 

There are two petrol engines, both 1.4 litres 


with either 95 or 120 horsepower (the latter with 
a nasty £500 first year road tax thanks to 157g/ 
km emissions) and a couple of diesels, a 1.3 
litre with 95 horsepower and the possibility of 
an automatic gearbox and a 120 horsepower 
1.6 litre. 

Best seller 

Prices start at £16,195 for a 1.4 95hp in Pop 
Star trim and peak at the 500L Wagon 1.6 
diesel 120hp with manual gears or 1.3 litre 
diesel auto, both for £22,320. Likely best seller, 
the 1.4 petrol Lounge is £18,945. 

There are lots of tempting - and reasonably 
priced - option packs. They include style 
with a upgrade with a contrasting roof colour 
for £900, heated windscreen at £350, Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto connectivity for £150 
and automatic city emergency braking and a 
self-dipping rear view mirror for £250. 

For another £250 in the popular Lounge spec 


you can have a TomTom sat nav system built 
into the seven inch touchscreen on the dash, 
along with DAB radio and Bluetooth - so good 
value for money. 

Heading out for a test drive in a 1.4 litre petrol 
engined 500L Lounge you’re immediately 
seized by the amount of space inside the 
car, and a look in the boot reveals a similarly 
generous luggage area. 

The 500L rides rougher roads with decent 
control and its engine stays nicely muted even 
when provoked - when you discover perfectly 
reasonable performance and - after a 90 
minute jaunt through some of England’s most 
coveted towns and villages, a trip readout of 
40.4mpg. 

A shorter drive in the most powerful of the 
diesel options upped this to 43.8mpg and 
showed off a car that stayed quiet and well 
mannered and felt properly eager to perform 
into the bargain. It does though add a stiff 
£1,875 to the bill.

This is Hyundai’s new hot-hatch - the i30 N. Aiming 
to tackle the likes of the Volkswagen Golf GTI 
and Honda Civic Type R, it’s the South Korean 
manufacturer’s first foray into the ever-growing 
sports hatchback segment. 

There’s a lot going on underneath the skin of the i30 
N, but it all works together to make it as competitive as 
possible in what is a very fought over segment. 

Linder the bonnet sits a turbocharged 2.0-litre petrol 
engine producing 271 bhp and 353Nm of torque. The 
regular i30 N, which does without the clever differential 
or added exhaust trickery, makes do with ‘just’ 247bhp. 
In this case, we’ve been driving the more powerful 
version, capable of hitting 60mph in 5.9 seconds 
before hitting a top speed of 155mph. 

A key part of the i30 N’s armament is its Drive Mode 
selector. This allows you to cycle through various 
drive settings, with each changing the car a surprising 
amount. More importantly, it allows you to set up the 
car to your individual tastes. Usefully for the UK, it 
allows you to slacken off the suspension yet keep the 
car’s engine and exhaust in their sportiest modes - 
ideal for pothole-ridden British b-roads. 



Up and running, the i30 N gets better and better 


Sit behind the wheel of the i30 N and, in truth, you 
could believe that you were sat in pretty much any other 
Hyundai product. You get the sense that the money has 
been spent on making the car drive well and, thankfully, 
that’s exactly what it does. 

Press the engine starter button and you’re met by a 
cackle from the exhaust - immediately a good sign. 

The major control weights are well-judged; pulling away 
from a stop requires little management of the relatively 
light clutch, while the gearbox - which uses the same 
housing as the i40 - is notchy and simple to operate. 
The fundamentals, therefore, are solid. 

Up and running, the i30 N simply gets better and 
better. The steering is accurate and allows you to easily 
place the car, and this is matched by an engine that 
offers more than enough low-down grunt. 

We’d argue that, with its variety of small exterior 
additions, the i30 N is one of the best looking cars in 
the hot hatch segment. Additional air vents and a large 
rear diffuser help the car stand out just enough without 
shouting too loudly about it. 

As mentioned previously, the interior of the N isn’t 
wildly different to that in the regular i30. There are just 
enough features to keep it feeling special, though. The 
plastics surrounding the window switches are scratchy 
-though we are being picky here. 

Save for a few additional steering wheel buttons - 
most notably the drive mode selectors - it’s as you’d 
expect from the regular i30 N. Key elements have been 
changed however; the metal gear stick is exclusive to 
the i30 N, as are the sports pedals. 

The i30 N’s price tag is worth remembering at this 
point - prices for the Performance model start at 
£27,995, so it’s never going to feel completely premium. 

Whereas other manufacturers offer customers a 
wealth of optional extras to choose from, Hyundai has 
decided to keep things simple. You’re able to pick 
pearl paint for £585 - and that’s it. Despite this, you still 
get a full infotainment system with eight-inch colour 
touchscreen as standard, as well as Apple Car Play and 
Android Auto. There’s also a five-year unlimited mileage 
warranty - and this covers track use, too. 

With only a relatively young motorsport program 
and no production performance car heritage to speak 
of, you could have forgiven Hyundai for producing 
somewhat of a damp squib for its first hot hatch. 
However, this really couldn’t be further from the truth 
- the i30 N is a hugely capable car available for an 
impressively competitive price. In short, we’d think long 
and hard about going for a Golf GTI - the i30 N is the 
complete package, and one of the best hatches on sale 
today. 
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Jaguar on the ‘free’ track at Le Mans - it’s impossible not to visit if you’re a motorsport fan and you’re in the area

Head for central France and you can drive 
around a race track day or night for nothing 
- but don’t forget those pesky French 
speed cameras lurking quietly and ready to 
spoil your holiday. 

The address to put in the sat nav is the 
bustling town of Le Mans. Even the most non¬ 
enthusiast car owner will recognise it as the 
place where on a June weekend every year 
one of the world’s most famous motor races 
takes place. 

And mostly on public roads closed for the 
event but otherwise used by locals to get to 
the supermarket or into town for dinner. 

Being at the wheel of a Jaguar and on 
holiday in the area it was near impossible not 
to head for the track/public road and soak up 
a bit of the atmosphere that makes Le Mans a 
mecca for thousands of Brits each year. 

Especially in a Jaguar, if you’ve any interest 
in motor sport. For the Coventry cats have 
won the 24 Hours of Le Mans a total of seven 
times - with five victories in the 1950s and 
then in 1988 and 1990. 

Of course the Jaguar being written about 
here shares nothing but its name badge with 
those track heroes, although in R-Sport form 
it looks a bit racy with a body kit that includes 
chunky front bumper, extended side sills, 
bootlid spoiler and satin chrome side vents. 

Add 19ins alloy wheels in black (£1,255), 
no-cost black window surrounds and this 
corris grey (£650) XE was handsome enough 
to draw admiring glances from French 
pedestrians as we trundled demurely through 
town. 


The luxury that’s a byword for Jaguar 

Posing for its photos on parts of the road/ 
track striped with colour and with enough 
sandy run-off to stop a runaway racer, the 
smallest Jaguar saloon felt at home, and 
ready to go rather further on a gallon of diesel 
than the Audis that made the race their own in 
recent years. 

A smudge under 49mpg was an outstanding 
result over 1,300 holiday miles, some spent 
with the XE’s automatic gearbox in sport 
setting to encourage this compact five-seater 
to feel almost sports car lively. 

The economy might even have tipped over 
50mpg if this particular XE hadn’t come 
with optional all-wheel drive. It adds 50 kilos 
weight, hits the official fuel consumption and 
emissions figures, pops £1,800 on the bottom 
line and only engages (the front wheels) if it 
detects slip at the rear. 

I’d be happy to save the cash and put most 
of it towards the superb advanced parking 
assist with surround camera (£1,610) that 


made parking the XE an absolute doddle even 
in the tightest spaces (think forecourt of city 
centre hotel, for instance). 

No need for cameras while parking the car 
on the DFDS ferries that carried us to and 
from France, where well practised arm waving 
from the crew had us stationary and heading 


for the comfortable lounge in seconds. Back 
in the car, there was time to sum up this 
thoroughly modern interpretation of a Jaguar 
saloon. Like its handsome Sixties’ forebears, 
there is less room in the rear than many rivals 
-tall passengers need to mind their heads 
on entry. 


No complaints about the way the car goes, 
though. Engage sport and the XE turns into a 
machine eager to please on every sweeping 
French country road bend, mixing verve 
with comfort in a way that remains uniquely 
Jaguar.

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Impreza remains a left-field choice

This is the latest version of Subaru’s bread- 
and-butter, Ford Focus-sized hatchback. 
The Impreza name dates back to 1992, and 
while it evokes memories of fire-breathing 
WRX and STI models for many people in 
the UK, Subaru explains that this car isn’t 
trying to live up to that reputation. 

Instead, it’s built in the image of the original, 
more modestly powered model: offering a 
capable all-wheel-drive car for people who 
don’t necessarily want a high-riding SUV. 

Subaru stresses that the car is new from 
the ground up, complete with a brand new 
platform that will underpin future models in 
the range. The focus, says Subaru, has been 
on better driving dynamics and safety - the 
latter taken care of by a whole array of safety 
gear, headlined by the brand’s ubiquitous 
EyeSight forward-facing dual-camera tech. 

There have been plenty of changes under 
the skin, too. Subaru says the steering is now 
0.1 seconds quicker to react (bear with us, 
it does make a difference), the already low 
centre of gravity has been dropped further 
still, the gearbox has lost 8kg of weight and 
the chassis is as much as 100 per cent stiffer 
in some areas. It’s all been with the aim of 
making sure the Impreza isn’t just safer than 
before, but that bit better to drive too. 

There’s a choice of two engines: a 1.6 and a 
2.0-litre, both naturally aspirated petrols. 

Subaru continues to use its ‘Boxer’ engine 
configuration, which keeps the centre of 
gravity low and means it can slide in the 
brand’s traditional ‘symmetrical’ all-wheel- 
drive system. 

There’s no diesel option, but fuel economy 
is reasonable for a petrol-powered car with 


permanent all-wheel-drive and an automatic 
gearbox. For now, we’d opt for the 2.0-litre: 
there’s a more usable amount of power, 
and unlike the wheezy 1.6, it has the added 
bonus of steering wheel-mounted paddles for 
awaking the gearbox from its slumber. 

Subaru has done away with a manual 
gearbox option, leaving only a CVT. It won’t 
be to all tastes, but as CVTs go it’s not too 
bad. Most of the time it’s quite pleasant to use: 
smooth, unobtrusive, and willingly changes 
up and down its virtual gears without fuss. 

Subaru has concentrated heavily on 
making the Impreza feel ‘safe’ on the road, 
which translates to predictable handling and 
almost unshakeable levels of grip, courtesy 
of its ‘active torque split’ four-wheel-drive 
system. Chuck the Impreza into a bend or 
roundabout with some vigour and it’s easy to 
be impressed by its determination to hang on. 

Thankfully the Impreza rides extremely well 
too, with very little intrusion from potholes, 
speed bumps and the like, while body roll 
is kept reasonably well in check as well. 
Dynamically in fact, it’s up there with some 
of its more mainstream rivals, and has 
something of a unique character of its own. 

Imprezas have had something of a 
tumultuous history when it comes to styling, 
and even Subaru admits that the previous car 
wasn’t anything to shout about in the looks 
department. To our eyes the new model is an 
improvement. It’s a shame though that Subaru 
has chosen not to offer the more attractive 
18-inch alloy wheels of our test caron UK 
models. They’d go some way to help the 
Impreza shake off its dowdy utilitarian image. 

There are some definite improvements over 
the old car inside - though things are still 
inescapably Japanese. Material quality is still 


miles off that of the opposition, while Subaru 
freely admits that the dash hasn’t been 
designed with purely aesthetics in mind. 

What has been concentrated on is 
ergonomics: things like the climate controls 
are all easy to reach, and can be used without 
taking your eyes off the road, while dials are 
clear to read if not inspiring to look at. 

Things are pretty roomy inside too - not 
something you could always say about the 
Impreza. Boot space is competitive at 385 
litres, and rear leg room is impressive too: 
easily large enough for four six-feet-tall adults. 

Subaru is only bringing one trim level to 


the UK: the ‘SE’. There’s plenty bundled 
in, particularly in terms of safety: you’ll find 
blind-spot monitoring, rear cross traffic alert, 
pre-collision braking assist, lane departure 
warning and auto high-beam all as standard. 
Adaptive cruise control is thrown in too, as are 
auto LED headlights that now steer around 
corners, rain sensitive wipers, keyless entry, a 
reversing camera, climate control and heated 
front seats. Infotainment is taken care of with 
an eight-inch touch screen which works with 
Apple CarPlay and Android Auto, though no 
built-in sat nav is available. 

The previous Impreza had been all-but 


forgotten in the UK; and it’s likely that the 
new model will suffer the same fate. There 
are big improvements over the old car, but 
without some major UK-centric tweaks to its 
powertrain and gearbox, it’ll continue to be a 
left-field choice. 

That’s a shame, because it’s now 
dynamically very capable, doesn’t look half 
bad and has a seriously generous standard 
kit list. If you’re after a small family hatchback 
and value safety above all else, the Impreza is 
certainly worth a look.
